After a liberal discussion the min­ 
isters came to the final judgment that 
divorce is now a necessity, because of 
the improper matrimonial ties, and 
they propose to cure the social evil 
by guarding the entrance into the mat­ 
rimonial fields by the strongest safe­ 
guards. 
The agitation was started by Rev. 
Orian W. Fifer, pastor of Grace Meth­ 
odist Episcopal church, who declared 
that he is firm in the belief that no 
man should put asunder those whom 
God hath joined together, but he ex 
pressed the firm belief that God has 
little to do with many of the modern 
weddings. 
He claimed to have had 
an interview with Judge William H. 
McHenry, of the equity court here, in 
which he learned that fully two-thirds i 
of the divorces were granted in cases 
where love probably had played a very 
small part in the marriage. 
He stated 
that he believed one of the greatest 
evils is because 
men 
and 
women $21. So 
plunge into marriage without the prop­ 
er preparation. 
Te hnnnisters took up the discussion 
In a lively manner and practically en­ 
tered into an agreement that ministers 
will not in the future marry so indis­ 
criminately. 
The preachers believe that where a 
divorce is wanted there should be ar­ 
ranged a schedule of years according 
to the offense of the guilty party 
in 
which he or she must remain single. 
It has also been agreed that the 
pastors will demand to know the past 
his:ory 
of 
the 
participants, 
their 
financial condition and their past ven­ 
tures, if any. 
It is expected that at 
the next meeting of the association 
rules will be drawn up governing the 
performance of marriages. 
The minis­ 
ters will ask the cooperation of th* 
justices of the peace. 
It is possible that their present ac­ 
tion will result in asking the legisla­ 
ture this winter to pass a law making 
more stringent requirements for

“They are not tomatoes, 
they are Japanese persimmons.” 
"Oh, persimmons! What large ones. 
Do they ‘pucker’ your mouth when 
you eat them, like the ordinary per­ 
simmon?" 
“No; you will find them very sweet 
and a delicious fruit.” 
"I guess that is all, thanks,” as she 
turned and left the store. In came an­ 
other woman, apparently confident of 
what she wants to buy. 
"I want a couple of heads of dwarf 
cabbage, please.” 
"Dwarf cabbage? I don’t believe I 
know what you mean,” said this clerk. 
“Don’t you know? Very small cab­ 
bage. I want it for soups." 
"I guess you mean brussels sprouts, 
don’t you? They’re used for soups and 
look very much like a miniature cab­ 
bage." 
Ile shows them to her, and 
they are just what she wants. 
They 
are a very small vegetable about the 
size of an English walnut. 
She took 
more than two. however, as they are 
40 cents a quart.

The kumquat,

Japanese orange, is a specialty among 
the fruits. 
It was grafted from Japan 


seven years ago and is grown in the 
tropical Motions of this country. Those 
grown In Florida are a small, round 
fruit about the size of a black walnut. 
The ones grown in California are plum­ 
shaped. Many people ask what they 
are. "One day a woman came in here 
and started to peel one as she would 
an orange," said a clerk.

And again when an Indian commit­ 
ted murder, even in self-defense, he went 
to the medicine man and took the 
cleansing remedy, claiming the remedy 
appeased the crime and the trouble to 
his mind. The medicine man has a hor­ 
ror of women, keeping out of their com­ 
pany as much as possible. At the full of 
each moon it was the custom of th© 
bucks to drink medicine made by the 
medicine man to cleanse their system .
